be sdnt out until absolute certainty 
exiats of the accuracy of the informa- 
tian received from France. In fighting 
such as is going on in France, it is 
ecometimes difficult to speedily secure 
the names of the, killed, owing to the 
trenches of the belligerents ‘being do 
close together, and the danger of at-

“In Western Galicia, rear guards of 
the retreating army offered a desperate 
resistance to the allied troops under 
General von Mackenzen, which broke 
down on the heights on the left bank 
of the. Wisloka River above and below 
the mouth of the Ropa River. 

“We not only forced a crossing of 
the Wisloka at several points, but firm- 
ly put our hands on the Dukla pass, 
the road and the place.” 

VIENNA, May 6.—The Austrian 
southern wing has crossed the Wisloka 
River. The Russians are retreating 
eastward to Lupkow Pass. 

An official communication issued this 
evening by the War Office says: 

“At 4 o'clock this afternoon the last 
Russian positions on the heights cast 
ot the Dunajec and the Biala Rivers 
were gained by our troops. 

“Tarnow was captured by us at 10 
o'clock this morning.” 


Austrians Report 

VIENNA, via London, May 6.—The 
strategic achievement for rolling up @ 
hostile battlefront by a flanking at- 
tack, of which Chancelloraville is one 
of the few successful examples in 
modern history, is now in full progress 
in West Galicia, Favored by continued 
good weather, mile after mile of the 
Russian ‘Carpathian front bas been 
rendered untenable by the steady, un- 
checked Austro,German advances. 

The Austrian cavalry and infantry 
followed the Gorlice turnpike, and have 
already reached the Wistoka River. 
The supporting artillery dropped si 
on the road from Zmigrod ao Jasow, 
one of the principal lines of retreat for 
the Russians in the Dukla region. The 
Russian forces have been im full re- 
treat since dawn on May 6, and are 
closely followed by the Austrian Car- 
pathian army, according to official ad- 
vlees reaching here. More than 10,000 
prisdners have already been captured 
by the Austrians in West Galicia, 

Field Marshal Hoetsendorf's plan is 
working out with precise regularity 
with respect to this section of the front. 
Confidence is expressed by headquarters 
that the principal part of the Russian 
army under General Dimitrieff, which 
is attempting to defend positions in the 
Carpathians to the west of Lupkow 
Pass, cannot make good its retreat. 

Detachments. of this army may find 
thelr way out, but it is declared that 
the bulk of the army, with the heavy 
artillery and baggage, can scarcely 
aucceed in averting capture, in view of 
Field Marshal von Hoetsendorf's rapid 
advance through the Gorlice breach in 
the lines, 

Progress on the northern half .of the 
front is slower. The Russians are 
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result of recent events. 


ULTIMATUM NOW 
READY FOR CHINA 


Message Is Conveyed to 
President Stating That All 
Twenty-Four Demands Must 
Be Complied With. 


PEKING, May 7.—The Japanese lega- 
tion has informed the Chinese Foreign 
Uftice that Japan would be unable to 
accept the furtNer concessions offere 
ow Thursday by China, and would pre- 
sent an ultimatum unless the twenty- 
four demands were accgpted by China 
without qualification. 

The Japanese Jegation continued its 
efforts yesterday to persuade the Chi- 
nese Government to concede Japan's 
demands without the necessity of serv- 
ing upon China the ultimatum of ‘the 
Japanese Government, which was re- 
ceived early yesterday morning. 

The. secretary of the legation visited 
the Foreign Office and informed Vice- 
Bunister Taso Yulin that the legation 
had received the ultimatum, d that 
it would be. presented unile: China 
agreed to Japan's twenty-four demands 
Lefore 7 o’cléck in the evening. Taso 
Yulin immediately visited the Winter 
Falace, the residence of Yuan Shi Kal, 
and, after a conference with the ¢x- 
ecutive and other members of the Gov- 
remnent, conveyed to the Japanese le- 
gation the following further conces- 
sions: 

China reiterated, regarding Shantung 
Erovince, that she would grant Japan 
everything that already had been grant- 
ed to Germany thete by treaty. 

China agreed to grant Japan the 
right to work mines jn South Man- 
churia and Kastern Mongolia; that all 
disputes between thé Japanese in Man- 
clurta, of whatever nature, shall ‘ve 
under Japanese jurisdiction; that 
schools and hospitals may lease land 
from the Chinese, thereby preserving 
lend ownership; to grant a concession 
to Japanese to build the Nan Chang- 
Chaochow-Fue Railway, if Japan con- 
sents to reiease China from the negoti- 
ations Degun concerning this railway 
two years ago. The Japanese claim 
they acquired the concession for this 
railroad in 1907, 

The three stipulations China made 
to the demands in the nature of coun- 
ter-proposals last Sunday were not 
withdrawn by China, These were that 
Ching asked the right .to participate in 
a conference for the rearrangement of 
the altered status of Shantung; indem- 
rity for the losses incurred in conse- 
quence of the Tsing-Tau' campaign and 
the restoration of Shantung gs before 
the war. It is paid that the Chinese 
Government has resolved to communi- 
cate with the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, Russia and France on the receipt 
of the ultimatum, and that the nature 
of this communication will depend on 
the nature of the ultimatum. 

May Be Presentea Today 

TOKIO, May 7.—The Japanese For- 
eign Office has informed the Associated 
Press correspondent that Ekio Hioki, 
Minister to China, has been given in- 
structions regarding the presentation, 
probably today (Friday) of Japan's ult!- 
matum to China, If the demands of 
Japan are not accepted before the time 
limit expires, Minister Hioki will leave 
Peking.

Reports Sent to London of 
Their Having Suffered Re- 
verse in Trenches Declared 
to Be Pure Fabrication, 


LONDON, May 
London two days

that they had had to retreat, surrender- 
ing their first line trenches in conse- 
quence, Coming so soon after the 
severe losnes at Ypres, this reported re- 
verse caused no little anxiety among 
the Anglo-Canadian public here. It is 
stated upon unqustionable authority that 
the dispatches referred to were « pure 
fo brication.

“Zealanders Effected .Land- 
ing on Shore of Gallipoli— 
Depend on Cold Steel. 


LONDON, May 74-A British press 
correspondent ,with the forces in the 
Dardanelies sends a long and interest- 
ing account of the landing of the 
Australians and New Zealanders on 
the Gallipoli peninsula north of Gaba 
Tepeh, at daylight of April 26. 

“The night before,” the account says, 
“the entire feet of warships and trans- 
ports left their rendezous, the crews of 
the sarships cheering the soldiers on 
to victory, while the bands played them 
out with a great variety of popular 
airs, The arrangement was that the 
29th Division shovld disembark near 
Seddu} Bahr, protected both from the 
Gulf of Saros and the Dardanelles dy 
the fire of the warships, the Austra- 
lians and New Zealanders to Jand north 
of Gaba Tepeh and a paval division to 
make a demonstration farther north. 
The splendid organization made it pos- 
sible to carry out the programme with- 
out confusion or accident.” 

“After a short service by the chap- 
lains, the ships parted company and 
made for their landing places. At 
dusk all lights were extinguished, and 
the troops retired for rest before the 
ordeal of dawn. It was a beautiful 
night, Ht up by a very bright half- 
moon. The sea was calm. 

“Early in the morning the men were 
aroused drom their slumbers and 
served with a hot meal. At 2:06 o'clock 
in the morning the order was given to 
disembark, The boats, which were 
manned by bluejackets, and command- 
ed by young midshipmen, slowly were 
towed to the beach by pinnaces. 


Meavy Fire Directed at Boats 

“The first authentic news we received 
on board the warship London of the 
landing came with the return of our 
boats, The steam pinnace came along- 
side with two recumbent forms on her 
deck, and a small figure, pale, bdut 
cheerful. and waving his hand. ‘They 
Were one of our midshipmen, just siz- 
teen years of age, who wan shot through 
the stomach, but regarded hia injuries 
More as a fitting consummation to a 
glorious holiday ashore than as & 
wound, and the chief stoker and petty 
officer. All three were wounded by the 
first burst of musketry, which caused 
Many casualties in the boats just as 
they reached the beach. From them 
we learned that all the tows had al- 
most feached the beach when a party 
of Turks, entrenched almost on the 
shore, opened a terrible fire. 

“Fortunately most of the bullets went 
high, but nevertheless many of the 
men were hit as they sat huddled to- 
gether, forty or fifty in a boat. The 
Australian volugteers waited neither for 
orders nor for the boats to reach the 
beach, but, springing out Into the sea, 
they waded ashore, rushing. atraight on 
toward the flashes of the enemy rifles. 

“Their magazines had not even been 
chafged, bat they Just went in with 
cold steel, 

“It was all over in a minute. | The 
Turks in the first trench were bayonet- 
ted or ran away, and thelr maxim gun 
was captured. . 

“When the Australians found them- 
selves facing an almost perpendicular 
cliff of loose sandstone with thick 
shrubbery, and somewhere half way up, 
the enemy had a second trench, strong- 
ly held, from which they poured a ter- 
rife fire on the boats below, and the 
boats pulling back to the destroyers 
for a second landing party. 

“The colonials stopped a few mo- 
ments to pull themselves together and 
to get rid of their packs, and then 
charge! thelr magazines. 


Depend on Bayonet 

“Then this race of athletes proceeded 
te seale the cliffs without responding 
to the enemy's fire, and in less than a 
quarter of an hour the Turks were out 
of their second positions, either bay- 
oneted or in full retreat. 

“In the early part of the day very 
severe casualties were suffered in the 
boats wich conveyed the men from the 
destroyers to the beach. As soon as 
it became light the enemy's sharp- 
shooters concentrated on the boate 
when they got near enough. The land- 
ing continued throughout the day un- 
der this fire, which could not 
checked, $ ® 

“The Australians finally estabitshed 
themselves on @ ridge and advanced 
nortHward, and throughout the day 
vonfused fighting took place, the ships 
assisting the troops with the fire from 
their guns. 

The Turks had only a comparatively 
weak force actually holding the beach. 
They seemed to have relied on the dif- 
ficult nature of the ground, and on 
their scattered sniping, to delay the 
advance until they had browght up 
reinforcements from the interior. 

Some of the Australians who pushed 
inland counter-attacked and were al- 
most outflanked by those oncoming, 
and had to fall back after suffering 
very heavy casualties. 

“It was then the turn of the Turks 
to counter-attack, and this they con- 
tinued <o do throughout the afternoon, 
but the Australiana never yielded « 
foot of ground on the main ridge, and 
reinforcements were poured up m 
the beach. 

“As soon as the light became go04,; 
the Turks enfiladed the beach with 
field guns. This shrapnel fire was in- 
censant and deadly.

Heavy Artillery Duel 


“For almost the whole Mignt the fire 
Was kept up, and from an excellent 
Point of view on’ Tuesday morning I 
eaw an artillery duel in modern style 
oing on. Puffs of smoke, evidently 
from our guns, indicated that we had 
held and extended our Positions along 
the northern ridge. Here and there at 
intervals the Turks would reply feebly 
from further inland, and from the 
southern ridge, but the Jatter position 
had now become extremely dangerous 
because it was commanded both by the 
ships out at sea and the valley end, and 
by’ the land forces on the heights op- 
Dosite. . 

“This artillery duel continued inter- 
mittent)y for the greater part, of thd 
day, the Queen Elizabeth—or it may 
have been a sister ship—joining in, and 
at the-same time engaging in indirect 
fire on the enemy's positions on the 
southern ridge. Late in the afternoon 
the Turks made another attack, but no 
advanee could be noted on their part. 
“During this time the ships away at 
the entrance to the Dardanelles were 
very active bombarding the narrows, 
and, judging from the smoke one could 
ete rising beyond -the Peninsula, a good 
deal of wotk was going on inside/the 
straits. 

“Boon after 5 o'clock the correspond- 
ent witnessed another extraordinary ar- 
tillery duel. A heavy rain cloud swept 
down suddenly from the north, en- 
veloping the whole ridge in a dense 
mist. Under cover of this the Turks 
Yan their guns along the southern ridge 
and suddenly opened a heavy fire across 
the valley. They were promptly 
swered by the fire from our guns, 
which also had profited by the dark- 
Ness to change their positions, 

“The Turkish fire, therefore, 


was 
not very effective. 


Owing to that fact, 
and because the obscurity had prevent- 
@d any observation from Ddeing taken, 
the shipe off shore had perforce to Te- 
main inactive, and the duel had been 
fought out by Iand batteries alone. 
“Vivid flashes of flame Mt up both 
aides of the valley, shrapnel burst ev- 
erywhere. For twenty minutes this 
duel in mist and darkness continued 
with the utmost ferocity, and by the 
end Of that time the enemy's fire shad 
slackened and the southern ridge had 
been searched by our guns with Ddlaz- 
ing shrapnel.

PILOTAGE 


It is a reasonable proposition that 
the exceptional advantages of the ports 
of Victoria and Esquimalt, by reason 
of their proximity to the ocean and the 
opoe and safety with which they may 
bp approached, ought not to be abridged 
by any artificial restrictions or regula- 
tions, If it Is said that Victoria ought 
not to stand in a different position 
from other ports, our reply is that 
Nature has placed it in & different posl- 
tion. In other words, if compulsory 
pilotage is not necessary in Victoria, it 
ought not to be imposed because it may 
be necessary elsewhere. This is.not an 
acute question at the present time, and 
we only mention it in passing so that It 
may not be lost sight of in the discus- 
sion of other phases of the pilotage 
regulatiens applicable to the port. It 
peems to be a little premature to ask 
for the abolition of compulsory pilot- 
age; at least, those who have been con- 
sidering the matter have thought it 
Dest to wait until the new Outer Harbor 
ia completed before pressing the sub- 
ject upon the consideration of the Do- 
minion Government. . 

At present the four pilots of Victoria, 
after making an allowance of some 
$2,000 for the upkeep of their launch 
and other expenses, have annually the 
very handsome sum of $16,000 for divi- 
aion between them, There Is no offi- 
celal in the Dominion of Canada who 
receives anything like as great a salary 
an this for services calling for so little 
work sud responsibility, Moreover, a 
great deal of the services they do pe 
form is mot desired by the shipmasters 
or shipowners. We are not suggesting 
that In any event the pilots, or any of 
them, shall be discharged, but only that 
their pay should bear*a more equitable 
relation to the services rendered than 
it mow does, and that when, for one 
reason or another, any of them may 
vacate bis place, a successor should not be 
appointed, and the Pil fe 6 Authority 
should be clothed with” authority to 
regulate dues and the remuneration 
of the pilots. There are other features 
of the case calling for consideration, 
but it would not be judicious to deal 
with them just now. As we have al- 
ready said, we write only for the pur- 
pose of keeping alive the agitation that 
Victoria and Exquimalt ought not to be 
needlens!y hampered 
pilotage.

Am AMERICAN SENATOR'S VIEWS 


A short time ago an article appeared 
In a contemporary from a correspond- 
ent at the front which explained away 
some perplexities in regard to certain 
other articles written by American press 
correspondents in Germany. We were 
told in it that Germany welcomes Amer- 
lean pressmen, that her great generals, 
even the Kaiser himself, love to be in- 
terviewed and to have their impas- 
sioned and eloquent perorations re- 
produced fér the benefit of American 
readers. They spare no pains to see 
that only the best side of the picture 
ia shown to American war correspond- 
ents. They pose certain groups for 
them, German soldiers feeding Belgian 
refugees, Polish wounded tended by Ger- 
mans, a dying German giving his last 
drop of water to a wounded Frenchman, 
and so on. Mappy pictures are drawn, 
for the correspondent to reproduce, of 
German families living amid plenty. 
with ample store for years to come; 
of the people's passionate devotion to 
their ruler and thelr country's cause; 
of Germany's endless resources in men 
and ammunition, The Germans trust 
a great deal to the impression ‘which 
they hope these pictures will make on 
the plastic mind of Americans. Per- 
haps they have learned by now that 
though they may have imposed on some 
readers at first, they cannot “fool all 
the people all the time.” 

It is well to bear the above facts in 
mind when one reads articles like “A 
Nation United,” by Albert J. Beveridge, 
appearing in last week's Collier's, Most 
of usdre by this time quite convinced of 
the trend + of this American Senator's 
sympathies. He has been made much 
of_in Germany, granted all sorts of 
privileges, and hobnobbed with the high 
and mighty ones of the land. So he 
paints some very rose-colored pictures 
for us of the beatific state of things 
at present existing in the — 
realm; of the wonderful prosperity of 
the Fatherland; of her immense gold 
reserve; of her food resources, “they 
can carry the war on indefinitely” he 
writes, “as far as food is concerned;” 
and of her almost unlimited supply of 
men, He estimates that 60 per cent 
of the wounded return to fight again, 
and that Germany can always keep more 
than 5,000,000 men in the field—at least 
up to 1921, and if hard pressed could 
put 17 per cent of her present popula- 
tlon under arms, which would be 
11,600,000, Staggering statements 
these, if one is to believe them. 

Mr. Beveridge says “he makes no at- 
tempt at retrowpection or prophecy,” 
but he has no hesitation in stating the 
following facts: That the German peo- 
ple are a unit in support of this war, 
that “men, women and children think, 
feel and act as a single being;” stc- 
ondly, that the German people believe 
that they will triumph and that this 
belief ia, “the psychological and «pirit-. 
ual atmosphere of Germany,” and third- 
ly that they “feel and believe they 
have been wronged,” and wronged 
primarily and particularly and lastly 
and all the time by England. “Man, 
woman and child lay their misfortunes 
at England's door,” he writes. “They 
regurd England as responsi ble—untll 
their feeling has become that of hatred. 
This feeling is growing deeper and 
stronger all the time.” They respect 
\the French, even voice their admira- 
tion for them; they PRy the Russians, 
whoni they believe to be the unwilling 
victims of autocracy, but England, they 
are convinced, is the arch-viliain, the 
arch-plotter who has lured all the other 
nations of the Allies into the field.
